Athens, Feb. 23.—The indignation

Reforms NewRWMT In the Entire East. 


Paris, Feb.23.—Replying to andnter- 


pellation in-the chamber of deputies, 
tf, HanotaiiK, minister of foreign af- 
fairs, j*ead the obligation of France to 
co-operate with the other nations of 
Europe. Crete, he declared, had been 
placed in the hands of the powers, 
who would not restore the authority 
of the aultan in the island, but wbo 
wonld not infringe the integrity of 
Turkey. The will-of Europe would bo 
forcibly imposed,upon Greece and also 
upon Turkey. Greece's intervention 
in Crete was capable of exciting a gen- 
eral war. The powers would know 
how to check such ambition. In con- 
clusion ,JM, Hanotaux said that it would 
be necessary to effect reforms in the 
entire east, with the co-operation of 
the aultan.

Onihis return 
Senator Woicott will- find that, the 
newspapers alone will"1 display any 
anxiety regarding1 the result of his 
personally conducted European tour. 
He has metanany distinguished people 
in England, France and'Germany; but 
in not one of Tihece countries did«he 
find that bimetallism was considered 
necessary to its welfare.

23.—The expedition, which was formed 
to punish Drunami, king of'Benin, for 
the murder of th* members of & peace- 
able British expedition which was at- 
tempting to reach Benin City, has 
been entirely-successful. The expedi- 
tion has captured Benin City, and the 
king is a fugitive. He fled north ward, 
but ft part of the expedition is in pur- 
suit of him, and it is expected that he 
will be taken a prisoner. When the 
expedition entered the town it was 
found that it well deserved the name 
of the "City of Blood." Many victims 
of the Ju Jw, or Fetish priests, were 
found crucified, they having been sac- 
rificed to the various gods. The Ju Ju 
houses and their compounds were reek- 
ing with the blood of those who had 
recently been beheaded in ttie religious 
ceremonies. In the fighting that took 
place before the 
town 
was cap- 


tured «even teen European and twi nty- 
three native members of tlie expedition 
were killed or wounded. No trace of 
Mr.-Campbell, a consular official, who 
\vas-captnred'by the Beniuites at the 
time of 
the 
massacre, can 
be 


found, and.it3s supposed that he was 
killed by his (-captors shortly after he 
was made a prisoner. 


Early in January news reached- Bon- 


ny and Brass, on the Niger coast, of 
the massacre by natives of Benin, of a 
British expedition under command 
of Acting Consul Philips. The other 
European members of the expedition 
were Major Copeland-Crawford, of the 
7th battalion King's Eoyal rifles, who 
was deputy commteeioner and vice- 
consul in the Niger Coast Protectorate; 
Capt. Boisragon, commandant of the 
constabulary 
of the 
Protectorate; 


Capt. Haling, wing officer of the same 
force; Messrs. Locke and Campbell of 
the consular staff; Dr. Elliott, medical 
officer, and Messrs. Powis and Gordon, 
civilians, representatives of British 
trading firms. Besides these there were 
2, 
r,0 SLroomen and native carriers. The 


expedition was unarmed, a fact that 
has never been satisfactorily explained, 
as it was well known that the king of. 
Benin had threatened to kill any Euro- 
pean wboattemptod to visit hiscapital. 
Everything went well until the expedi- 
tion was within ^ f^v> aiiles of B^nin 
City, when it was ambtibhed and all 
the Europeans except Capt. Boisragon 
and Mr. Locke, who escaped in the 
busht and Mr. Campbell, who was 
captured, were massacred, together 
with nearly all the Kroomen and car- 
riers. A few days after the newp- of 
the disaster wa& received preparations 
for<the formation of an expedition to 
punish the king of Benin began and 
were rapidly pushed to completion. 
The forces were assembled at New 
Benin and taken in. boats to flapele, 
whence they marched across, country 
to Givato and then to Ilenin City.

were printed for use iu thp exainina-l 
tions and that, ri,00(J bulletins contain-, 
ing 361 different papers or 1.815,0001 
question papers were also required,1, 
making a total of 2,71 S, 500. 
Statistics 


in the report of 1S9G show a greater 
volume of work than for any other [ 
year in the history of the examination; 
department 
.Nearly 400,000 answer! 


papers were written and nearly 300,003 
were received at the department and 
rated by the university examiners. 
An examination of the fetatistics show»; 
an astonibhing growth in the number! 
of those taking classical studies. In 
the first-year Latin alone there was an 
increase in 1S9(> of 1,304. The-increase 
in Latin and <Jreek subjects shows 
conclusively that the present eystem of 
electees, with balanced courses, leada 
inevitably to an increase inithe popu- 
larity of classical studies. New York 
state, according to the report, haft 
about 21 per cent, of all the law stu- 
dents in the United States. Since 1895 
there has been an increase of 480 or 
nearly 11 per cent, in the number of 
medical students iu New York state. 
In 1895 there were 22,857 medical stu- 
dents in the United States. New York 
therefore, according to these ligures, 
has nearly 17 per cent, of such students.
